VOLUNTEERS from the Yeovil area are 
being sought to support young people 
and vulnerable adult detainees who 
enter police custody. 

Somerset County Council’s Youth Offending 
Team is appealing for more volunteers to act as 
‘Appropriate Adults’, helping young people and

vulnerable adults understand what is happen¬ 
ing to them whilst in police custody and why. 

Appropriate adults offer support and ensure 
the person understands their rights and the po¬ 
lice process whilst in custody. They also ensure 


their health, wellbeing, legal rights and entitle¬ 
ments are in accordance with the Police And 
Criminal Evidence Act. 

Volunteers can state what times and dates 
they are available for call outs, which could be 
a day, evening and/or weekends, but should 
live within a 12-mile radius of the custody unit. 

Yeovil has one of the smallest custody units 
in the county, but Appropriate Adult Volun¬ 
teers are still needed. 

Mark Runacres, head of custody suites in 
Avon and Somerset, said: “Appropriate Adult 
volunteers play a key role for young or vulner¬ 
able people who are in police custody and have 
been unable to successfully nominate a family 
member, friend or other person to attend and 
support them. 

“By representing the interests of the person 
in police custody, the Appropriate Adult volun¬ 
teer helps to ensure understanding of the per¬ 
son’s rights and enables the custody processes 
such as explanation of legal rights and comple¬ 
tion of an interview to progress. 

“This assists the person in custody, investi¬ 
gating officer and also custody staff as the 
availability of an Appropriate Adult volunteer 
can help to minimise the amount of time spent 
in police custody. 

“Without Appropriate Adult volunteers to 
call on when needed, the custody process would 
grind to a halt, causing significant negative im¬ 
pact for a group of people who can include the 
most vulnerable to be detained after arrest. 

“I greatly admire and value the Appropriate 
Adult volunteers already assisting at custody 
units within Avon and Somerset Constabulary 
and would welcome others who feel able to as¬ 


sist in this important and interesting role.” 

A Somerset County Council spokesperson 
added: “We are grateful to volunteers who give 
up some of their spare time to help people de¬ 
tained in the police custody suite. Good com¬ 
munication skills, being patient and caring are 
essential skills. You don’t need to have a legal 
or police background, but experience of work¬ 
ing with children and young people, especially 
those from disadvantaged backgrounds, is de¬ 
sirable. 

“Full training is provided and the next train¬ 
ing session is due to take place on Wednesday 
June 14th.”

He paid tribute to re¬

Hugo no show at East Devon hustings 


SIR Hugo Swire will not be attend¬ 
ing any general election hustings 
in his East Devon constituency 
this campaign period, a decision 
that has upset one of his main ri¬ 
vals. 

Pulman’s View from contacted 
Sir Hugo’s office for comment but 
had received no reply at the time 
of going to press. 

Independent Claire Wright, who 
is being backed by a website that 
advises voters how to vote tacti¬ 
cally against the Conservatives 
and was recently endorsed by au¬ 


thor Dame Hilary Mantel, said: “I 
am really disappointed that Hugo 
Swire is refusing to attend hus¬ 
tings during the general election 
period. 

“MPs are supposed to be ac¬ 
countable to constituents and this 
is a golden opportunity for him to 
talk about how he plans to repre¬ 
sent people if he is re-elected. 

“It reflects very badly on him 
that he is refusing to attend. 

“I was looking forward to having 
a robust debate with him and I can 
only assume that he is refusing to 


attend because he is worried about 
being challenged by me - I have 
been regularly holding him to ac¬ 
count for the past three years via 
my blog and through the media!” 

All seven of the candidates for 
the East Devon constituency - 
which covers Sidmouth and Ot- 
tery St Mary - have been invited 
to attend a hustings event held at 
the Holy Trinity Church in Ex¬ 
mouth at 7.30pm on May 30th. 

A spokesman on behalf of Hugo 
Swire told the Express & Echo 
that: “Hugo has decided that, for 


this election, he will be holding his 
own public meetings in East 
Devon in the build-up to polling 
day.” 

Hustings events continue arou¬ 
nd East Devon and South Somer¬ 
set during the countdown to the 
election, with all five Yeovil candi¬ 
dates attending a session hosted 
by The Churches of Yeovil at The 
Gateway, Yeovil, on Thursday, 
May 25th at 7:30pm.

Knives amnesty 
across Somerset 

POLICE have released shocking images of hun¬ 
dreds of knives handed in during an amnesty 
across Somerset recently. 

In Yeovil, dozens of bladed weapons were 
found by officers in a special bin left out for the 
public. 

Avon and Somerset Police stationed surrender 
bins at ten locations across the county between 
April 28th and May 8th to tackle knife crime. 

A total of 198 knives were surrendered over the 
short period - a significant rise from just 59 
weapons surrendered in a similar operation last 
October. 

Chief Inspector Zoe Chegwyn, force lead for 
knife crime, said the police force were 'really en¬ 
couraged' by the number of knives that were sur¬ 
rendered in the bins. 

"Every knife surrendered is one less knife out 
on the street, where they can and do cause seri¬ 
ous harm," she said. 

"It's not just the number of knives which is en¬ 
couraging, but the type. 

"There were some nasty-looking machetes and 
zombie knives left in the bins, which are usually 
only carried by people wanting to hurt others." 

The police force has said it is considering the 
possibility of placing permanent surrender bins 
across the area. 

Chief Inspector Chegwyn said: "The surrender 
bins were just a number of actions we took that 
week to try and reduce the dreadful impact 
knives can have on individuals, families and com¬ 
munities." 

She said police cadets also took part in a test 
purchasing operation to ensure retailers are not 
breaking the law in selling knives to under-18s, 
and patrols were put in place in knife 'hotspot' 
areas. 

She added: "We also continue our work in 
schools with young people, educating them on 
the dangers of carrying knives and letting them 
know about actions they can take to potentially 
save a life." 



Expanded recycling service rolls out 


MORE than 50,000 
households in East 
Devon are just a few 
weeks away from 
being able to recycle 
more items than ever 
before when a new im¬ 
proved weekly recy¬ 
cling service begins. 

The district-wide 
scheme will be in 
place from Monday, 
June 12th, following a 
successful rollout ear¬ 
lier this year in Ex¬ 
mouth. 

The council has 
added cardboard, pla¬ 
stics, cartons / Tetra- 
paks and small electr¬ 
ical items to the list 
that residents can al¬ 
ready recycle. 

Careful planning has 
gone in to introducing 


the new service across 
the district and with a 
further 51,000 homes 
to collect recycling 
and waste from, the 
council and its con¬ 
tractors SUEZ are ad¬ 
vising that there could 
be some limited dis¬ 
ruption as collections 
settle down. 

The council is ap¬ 
pealing to residents to 
be patient during this 
period and to contact 
them if they have con¬ 
cerns or questions. 

Mark Williams, East 
Devon District Coun¬ 
cil's Chief Executive, 
said: "We are here to 
help our residents 
with these changes 
and we have a dedi¬ 
cated team of officers 


who are happy to 
come and meet you to 
try and help resolve 
any issues you may 
have. 

"The new service will 
make it easier for our 
residents to recycle 
more and in order for 
us to achieve this we 
have had to make 
some major changes 
to our usual collection 
routes. 

"This has meant 
some day and week 
changes to collections 
for some of our resi¬ 
dents which may take 
a while to get used to. 

"We have meticu¬ 
lously planned the 
new service over the 
last 14 months but any 
change to a service as 


important as recycling 
and waste involving 
more than 51,000 
households, 260 
blocks of flats, and 
thousands of streets 
will bring some 
teething problems at 
the start. 

"We have worked 
hard with our contrac¬ 
tors SUEZ to minimise 
any disruption, but 
there will inevitably be 
a small number of is¬ 
sues initially as every¬ 
one gets used to the 
changes. 

"Our letters contain 
information specific to 
each household and I 
would urge residents 
to read them carefully; 
keep them to hand 
and please use them 
to help you separate 
recycling in to the cor¬ 
rect containers. 

"We're here to help 
and if you need assis¬ 
tance, please contact 
us." 

The council has been 
holding an extensive 
public awareness cam¬ 


paign to promote the 
changes and thou¬ 
sands of people have 
been learning more 
about the new service 
at a series of informa¬ 
tion days. 

These events are a 
great opportunity to 
find out more about 
the new service and 
the next events are 
being held at:

Major drainage works planned 
for A30 Sherborne Road in July 


PLANS for a major engineering scheme in 
Yeovil are taking shape with teams set to work 
24 hours a day to keep disruption to a mini¬ 
mum. 

The A30 Sherborne Road is showing signifi¬ 
cant signs of deterioration and it was an¬ 
nounced last year that drainage improvement 
works were needed. 

Drainage work involves deep excavations 
under the highway to install new pipes and gul¬ 
lies so a 24/7 road closure is required to keep 
workers and road users safe. 

Following extensive investigations and plan¬ 
ning alongside South Somerset District Coun¬ 
cil, Somerset County Council can confirm that 
work will begin on Tuesday, July 25th, which 
will take advantage of the school holidays 
when roads are generally quieter. 

However, to keep the closure time to a mini¬ 
mum, it has now been agreed that teams will 
work 24/7. It is hoped to complete the scheme 
in seven days rather than the three weeks ini¬ 
tially estimated. 

A spokesman for Somerset County Council 
said: “We fully appreciate these are high im¬ 
pact works and have listened to local concerns 
and explored a number of different options to 
finalise this essential scheme. 

“Initially it looked as though a three-week clo¬ 
sure would be required but we’re very pleased 
to have found an alternative solution with 24/7 


working to reduce this to around 7 days. 

“There’s still a lot to do and we’ll be liaising 
with local businesses and residents over the 
next few weeks before publicising the final 
plans.”

A spokesman for South Somerset District 
Council added: “We are pleased that SCC will 
be able to undertake these works on a 24/7 
basis to reduce the overall time frame needed 
to carry out this essential work. 

“Whilst projects of this sort will inevitably 
cause some inconvenience, being able to re¬ 
duce the time taken to deliver and also under¬ 
take the work during the school holiday period 
will minimise disruption.” 

The stretch of Sherborne Road in question is 
showing significant signs of deterioration and 
highways teams have made 49 visits to tem¬ 
porarily repair cracks and potholes over the 
past 18 months. 

To tackle the structural issues it is necessary 
to first upgrade the drainage before full resur¬ 
facing at a later date (likely to be in winter 2018 
with night-time working).

ANIMAL lovers have described those responsible 
for shooting and killing deer at the Ham Hill 
Country Park near Yeovil as “scum.” 

Countryside rangers at Ham Hill reported that 
two deer had been shot and killed by people un¬ 
known. 

The rangers, speaking on social media Face- 
book page, said that the carcasses had been left 
with the heads removed on the Norton-sub-Ham- 
don side of Ham Hill. 

“We have reported it to the police,” they added. 
“If anyone saw anything please let the ranger 
team know or advise Avon and Somerset Police 
quoting crime reference number 201705090275.”

Members of the public have been outraged at 
the killings and have taken to social media to ex¬ 
press their disgust. 

“I hope whoever is responsible is found,” said 
one person. “It won’t bring back the deer, but I 
feel it’s important for the people who did this to 
be caught, punished and stopped from doing it 
again.” 

Another wrote: “I’m appalled and feel ashamed 
to be human. I seriously hope that the police are 
able to find those responsible.”

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Resurfacing 
work on A358 
in town centre 


IONE of the main routes through 
Chard town centre is undergoing 
essential maintenance work for 
the next three weeks. 

Somerset County Council will be 
resurfacing and improving the 
A358 Furnham Road as part of its 
long-term maintenance pro¬ 
gramme. 

This involves removing the old 
surface of the road to an average 
depth of 50mm before laying a new 
material using specialist equip¬ 
ment. 

The work affects the stretch of 
road between the B&Q traffic 
lights and Thorndun Park Drive, 
and will be split into two phases. 

Preparatory works started 
yesterday (May 22nd) and are 
expected to take three 
weeks - with the workforce 
in action between 7.30am 
and 6pm and excluding 
weekends.

It will be made available 
for use by a service person 
who might want to take on 
challenges such as Land's 
End to John O'Groats, whet¬ 
her it is just for the experi¬ 
ence or to raise funds for 
charity, although not neces¬ 
sarily for the Baton. 

However, a donation for 
maintenance would be ap¬ 
preciated by the charity. 

Alan Rowe MBE, founder 
of The Baton, said: "I had 
seen the benefits of this par¬ 
ticular tandem when visiting 
my friend Ben Parkinson 


MBE, who sustained numer¬ 
ous injuries, including hav¬ 
ing both legs amputated, as 
a result of action in Afghan¬ 
istan with the Parachute 
Regiment. 

"Ben had been on the 
same model as the Baton 
Tandem and told me just 
how much he had enjoyed 
the experience. It was at 
that point we decided to get 
one. 

"My wife Pauline and I 
have underwritten the costs 
of this project so far, but we 
would welcome donations 
for this project and any sup¬ 
port would be truly wel¬ 
come in helping people find 
freedom and explore new 
horizons." 

The tandem project is a 
real 'Baton Family' effort. 
Tom Pales, who runs 'Free- 
trike' in Silverton, placed the 


order for the tandem for 
Alan and will provide ongo¬ 
ing support with future 
maintenance and advice. 

Andy Summers, who runs 
Land Rover Experience West 
Country is a consistent sup¬

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Remembering when a Grand National 
winner raced in Haselbury Plucknett 


AS READERS watched the Grand Na¬ 
tional last month, how many of them 
would have known that there was once 
a three-mile designated steeplechase 
course in the countryside around 
Haselbury Plucknett and Hardington 
Mandeville, near Crewkerne, on which 
a National winner once competed? 

In April 1866, George Pulman - the 
founder of Pulman’s Weekly News - de¬ 
scribed a unique occasion when Sala¬ 
mander, the 40-1 winner of that year’s 
event in Liverpool, was transported in 
a horsebox on the newly built railway

to Crewkerne, along with 40 other race 
horses from around the country. 

Up to two thousand spectators were 
accommodated in a grandstand “paint¬ 
ed a delicate blue”, and up to 50,000 
more were spread out along the course 
which was “marked out with an im¬ 
mense quantity of nicely made white 
railing”, for the Somerset Open Handi¬ 
cap Steeplechase. 

An extensive fairground was laid out 
beyond the racing enclosure, and the 
grandstand enclosed a fully glazed 
restaurant. 

The whole area was swept up in the 
excitement; but the day ended in 
tragedy for Salamander. 

With the same jockey in the saddle 
that rode him to victory at Aintree - 
Alec Goodman - Salamander fell and 
broke his back. 

According to the 1907 book Heroes 
and Heroines of the Grand National, 
“that Salamander was a real good 
horse there can be little doubt,” and the 
fatal accident “stopped what looked 
like a promising career”. 

Many years later, there was a mural 
painted in Crewkerne paying tribute to 
the fallen horse. 

The detailed account of the day by 
George Pulman is accompanied by five 
other true stories spanning nearly a 
thousand years of Somerset history in 
Wulfric of Haselbury and Other Somer¬ 
set Tales, by local author Roger Buck- 
nell (£12). 

The book brings to life Wulfric, the 


Saxon anchorite priest who lived 
within St Michael’s Church for nearly 
30 years in the early 12th century 
under a Norman lord of the manor, and 
who was visited by both Henry I and 
his nephew Stephen. There are also 
rare details of social life at the time. 

A third story covers the near-starva¬ 
tion of the Royalist Portman family of 
Taunton and London in the English 
Civil War of the 17th century. 

From the 18th century there are tales 
of coaches from London crossing Salis¬ 
bury Plain in winter en route to the 
South West. They call at the George Inn 
at Crewkerne, where the frozen fingers 
of the drivers are revived by several 
brandies. 

Then comes the famous Quicksilver 
Royal Mail coach with its record-break¬ 
ing average speed of more than lOmph, 
still commemorated today at the top of 
Hendford Hill in Yeovil. 

Hard times in early Victorian days 
are brought into focus with the account 
of a village Bread Charity found- ed in 
the 1830s , which still survives in re¬ 
structured form today. The book ends 
on a happy note with the picture of 
what a village Christmastide was like 
in ‘The Good Old Days’.

• 11/2 tbsp butter, melted 

• 60ml hot water 

• red food colouring 

Decoration: 

• 150g Dark Chocolate Melts, melted 

• 95g White Choc Bits 

• silver cachous, for decoration 



Instructions: 

• Preheat oven to 180°C/160°C fan forced. 
Grease two 12-hole round-based shallow 
patty pans. 

• Using an electric mixer, beat butter and 
sugar until light and fluffy; add egg and 
vanilla, beat until just combined. Add 
flour and milk, beat until smooth. 

• Divide mixture amoung prepared pans; 
bake 12-14 minutes until golden; turn out 
onto wire rack to cool. 

• To make icing: combine sugar, butter, 
water and a few drops of food colouring; 
stir until smooth. Spread icing over the 
rounded side of each cake. 

• Spoon Dark Chocolate Melts into a piping 
bag or freezer bag with the corner 
snipped; decorate cakes as pictured. Use 
White Choc Bits to create spots on the 
beetle and use silver cachous for the 
eyes. Allow to set before serving.

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World premiere of a new GTI: First 
up! GTI is a tribute to the original GTI 


A CIRCLE closes 41 years after 
the debut of the first Golf GTI: at 
this year's GTI Meet at Lake 
Worthersee (24 to 27 May), Volk¬ 
swagen is presenting a compact, 
sporty car very much in the spirit 
of the original GTI. 

The new up! GTI. The concept and 
power output of the 85 kW / 115 PS 
up! are broadly in line with the Golf 
GTI Mkl presented in 1976 that had 
81 kW / 110 PS. The near-production 
concept car pays tribute to this icon. 

With compact dimensions, a low 
weight, a powerful engine, sports 
running gear and the typical in¬ 
signia of a GTI (including red 
stripes in the radiator grille, seat 
covers in "dark" tartan pattern). 
This sporty small car will certainly 
bring a new dimension of driving 
fun to the compact A typical GTI 
feature is the sophisticated sports 
running gear. It gives the car the 
agility akin to that of a go-kart, yet 
it also offers a high level of comfort. 
The production version of the up! 
GTI will be launched into the mar¬ 
ket in early 2018. 


With the up! GTI, Volkswagen is 
building a bridge that spans four 
decades: when the first GTI was 
launched in the 1970s it democra¬ 
tised access to fast roads around the 
world - especially the overtaking 
lane of German motorways. Where 
large saloons and expensive sports 
cars had previously set the pace, 
the new compact Volkswagen sud¬ 
denly stirred up the field. The red 
stripe in the radiator grille, the 
black double stripes across the side 
sills and behind, the black stripe on 
the tailgate immediately identified 
this Volkswagen as a GTI. Its 110 PS 
powered a kerb weight of just 810 kg 
and accelerated it to 100 km/h in 9.0 
seconds.

Later, white and black also became 
established as GTI colours. 

The new up! GTI continues the 
creed of the lightweight and no- 
frills sports car with a compact for¬ 
mat - from outside and inside 
similar in size to the original GTI. 
It is driven by a turbocharged en¬ 


gine (TSI) with powerful 230 Nm 
torque. The key data do indeed read 
like a Golf GTI Mkl catapulted into 
the present day. Weight: 997 kg (sig¬ 
nificantly high-strength steels and 
more airbags). Vmax: 197 km/h. 0- 
100 km/h: 8.8 seconds. Colours: clas¬ 
sic once again and typical of the 
GTI - the plain colours "tornado 
red" and "pure white" and the 
metallic colours "dark silver", 
"black pearl" and - as a new GTI 
colour - "costa azul" (blue). 

The most powerful up! to date is 
immediately recognisable with its 
typical GTI insignia. At the front 
for instance the red stripe across 
the radiator grille with honeycomb 
pattern. Integrated above it is the 
GTI logo.
